The reply filed on 12/12/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): In 
the response of 3/9/2007, applicants elected Group I as set forth in the restriction requirement mailed on 2/8/2007. This group, and 
the elected claims, were drawn to methods of treating a Yersinia pestis infection using an antibody specific for Yersinia pestis Fl 
antigen. The amended claims are now drawn to methods of treating Yersinia pestis infection using a combination of antibodies 
specific for Yersinia pestis Fl antigen and Yersinia pestis V antigen, an invention that was set forth as Group III in the restriction 
requirement. Accordingly, all of the claims would be withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention, 
leaving no active claims.
